NADIR won the Garden State Stakes as a 2-year-old beating 
the best of his division in relatively easy fashion ... and 
he did this while he was still racing “green”. At the end 
of the year he was pegged as the second best 2-year-old but 
concensus figured him as the “one most likely to succeed” 
as a 3-year-old. 


His big opponent appeared from a most unexpected quarter. 
He had a severe attack of intestinal virus which was bad 
enough but a reaction to the antibiotics nearly put the horse 
down permanently. Six months later he recovered sufficiently 
to win the Select Handicap at Monmouth. A _ tremendous 
run in the Arlington Classic failed by a length of getting 
first money but only because of a poor start.

The American Derby was an easy triumph. He led all the 
way, won by over three lengths. 


He then started a series of races against older horses, which 
failed to produce victory but did prove that he was the 
best 3-year-old in training. Older Clem, getting four actual 
pounds, ran a mile in 1:34 to beat Nadir in the Washington 
Park Handicap. Older and lighter-weighted Eddie Schmidt 
caught him at the finish of the Nassau County at Belmont 
after Nadir had beaten Reneged in the stretch. 


Nadir’s racing career ended in May this year in the Metro- 
politan Handicap. In the winter he had tackled Bardstown 
in the Widener. He was injured in the race though he fin- 
ished just a length off the winner. He was never the same 
since though he did manage to win another $50,000 to bring 
his total earnings to $434,316.

This is one of the great American 
classic families of modern times.

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Complaints 


The Horsemen’s Association of Puerto 
Rico has made public a letter sent to 
the Puerto Rican Racing Commission 
in which the association called for the 
removal of the present stewards—Manuel 
A. Redriguez, Hector Santini, and Ar- 
naldo R. Cabrera—at El Comandante. 
Puerto Rico’s major racing center. Al- 
though the letter was submitted late in 
May. the commission has not held a hear- 
ing to substaniate the charges. Text of 
the letter: 

“We hereby request the removal of the 
present members of the racing stewards 
at El Comandante race track, for al- 
though we recognize their moral integrity, 
we believe that they are not capable 
enough to occupy such positions. 

“Our request is based on the follow- 
ing charges: 

“1. In the fourth race of Sunday, May 
3, 1959, the jockey R. Latorre, who rode 
the horse Occidental, property of Don 
Enrique Ubarri, claimed a foul. This 
was disallowed, and Latorre was fined 
$25 by the stewards. After we viewed 
the films taken of this race, it was obvious 
to us that the foul was committed, and 
therefore it was the duty of jockey 
Latorre to so claim the afgrementioned 
foul. 

“9. After the running of the fifth race 
on May 8, 1959, the stewards flashed the 
official sign before the jockey on the 
horse Don Chago was weighed out, not 
giving this jockey an opportunity to 
claim a foul which was committed during 
the race. 

“3. The stewards, acting outside the 
scope of their authority, ordered that all 
horses which participated in the fourth 
race on Sunday, May 17, receive school- 
ing at the starting gate. The penalty of 
additional schooling is the exclusive 
jurisdiction of the starter, and therefore 
the stewards had no right to impose the 
aforementioned penalties. 

“4. The stewards violated Article 687 
of the commission rules on Friday, May 
22. 

“5. It is customary for horsemen to 
go to the stewards to argue in defense 
of their rights and privileges. but the 
present stewards, in disregard of these 
rights. disrespectfully and_ indifferently 
refuse to listen to the horsemen, thus 
creating an antagonism detrimental to 
the sport in general. 

“We likewise understand that the ste- 
wards are not competent to interpret 
the film patrol. In various instances. such 
as the horses Julia D. on April 24 and 
Tio Pipo on May 3. disqualification 
obviously was erroneous. 
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“The present stewards have demonstrat- 
ed very little or no interest in improving 
their knowledge. They apply the rules 
correctly on some occasions; in others 
they misinterpret and apply them er- 
ratically; and in most cases they don’t 
apply them at all. There is no consist- 
ency in their decisions. Under such cir- 
cumstances the interests of the betting 
public and the horse owners are not be- 
ing protected in the proper manner. 

“In view of the foregoing, we _ insist 
that the present stewards be removed and 
replaced with others who have more ex- 
perience and more knowledge of horse 
racing in Puerto Rico.”

No Feathers 


Noting that Round Table’s trainer, 
gentlemanly Willie Molter, had been un- 
happy with the horse’s 132 pounds in 
the Arlington Park Handicap, writer Art 
Grace asked how he could be satisfied 
with 136 pounds for the United Nations 
Handicap. 

“We were lucky lin the Arlington 
race],” Molter said. “I don’t think he 
could have won with anybody besides 
Shoemaker on his back. And I doubt that 
he’ll ever give that kind of weight to 
those kind of horses again and beat them. 

“It’s a different story in the U. N. I 
studied the race long. and I studied it 
hard. It’s a darn good handicap. We get 
136, yes. but the rest of the field is 
weighted more evenly. You don’t have 
the spread you had in the race at Arling- 
ton. Take *Tudor Era: he got 111 here. 
and in the other he carries 120; Better 
Bee didn’t run. but he was in with 107 
here, and in the U. N. he’ll have to carry 
117; Noureddin picks up 8 pounds, 

“That’s my point. I’m not griping about 
Round Table’s weight. We have to expect 
top weight. What bothers me is when they 
let in good horses with a feather.” 


Student Benefits 


The Keeneland Foundation has award- 
ed 4-year college scholarships to 10 Ken- 
tucky high school graduates.

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Larceny for Kicks 


Andy LoTurco advertises himself as a 
crooked jockey and scolds the Florida 
State Racing Commission for not revoking 
his suspension which began on February 
6, 1953. He enjoys larceny. Once he fin- 
ished second, after taking his mount in all 
directions except clockwise, and explained 
innocently to the owner, “Sorry it wasn’t 
your day, Mr. ....; I had the word 
from .....” 

Last fall, when a demonstration racing 
program was given at Keeneland for the 
entertainment of a convention of southern 
governors, track officials omitted some of 
the usual safeguards against thievery, 
since there was no betting, no purse, no 
trophy, nothing to steal. But LoTurco 
was on the grounds, and the temptation 
was too great. He had had so few op- 
portunities in recent years that he made 
the most of this one. He rode under a 
fake name, of course. He misrepresented 
lis weight. He was on a ringer. He won. 

Nobody had been fooled, since the adult 
delinquent had been recognized by nu- 
merous persons before the race, but Lo- 
Turco now is the “author” (he is illiter- 
ate) of an article in Confidential, a 
magazine worthy of his talents. 

The headings over the story were gay 
banners: “The crooked jockey who took 
13 governors for a ride” and “It was a 
demonstration of ‘clean’ racing — but who 
got the horselaugh?” 

LoTurco weighs more than 140 pounds 
and is obsessed to establish his reputa- 
tion as a scoundrel, but he still wants his 
license back. In a way, it’s a shame that 
we can’t encourage a cullion who takes 
such pride in his work that, when there’s 
nothing to be gained, he practices larceny 
for the fun of it. We might get him ap- 
prenticed to a good burglar. but he would 
soon be ruled off again. He would go 
straight to the Saturday Evening Post 
with the first pair of cuff links he lifted. 


ARH and the Index 


Inquiries have been received from 
numerous readers who had ordered copies 
of American Race Horses, 1958, and from 
a few who were expecting the earnings 
indexes for sires and broodmare sires as 
separate pamphlets. Explanation and 
clarification are due. 

To clarify the situation for readers 
who may have failed to read the pre- 
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vious announcements, the earnings in- 
dexes are now incorporated in American 
Race Horses, where they are given more 
comprehensively than in earlier years. 
In addition to the annual and cumulative 
records for sires, the record and 1958 in- 
dex of every starter are given, and the 
runners are listed according to age un- 
der the names of their respective sires. 
Class of races won is indicated for each 
winner. 


The new format makes the data in 
American Race Horses complementary to 
information provided in Thoroughbred 
Broodmare Records (formerly Thorough- 
bred Sires and Dams), in which the list 
of sires and their runners has been re- 
placed by a list of mares under the 
names of their sires. There will be no 
separate publication of the 140-page sec- 
tion giving indexes and other data for 
sires and broodmare sires. 


Publication of American Race Horses, 
1958, was expected this week, and dis- 
tribution will be made as quickly as pos- 
sible. It was also expected last month, 
however. Final printing was later than 
usual because of the new procedures in- 
volved and because the authorization for 
new material and new format was not 
given until the end of last year. There 
was a further unexpected delay in bind- 
ing. The bindery reported having made 
its first shipments last week. 


Despite the delays, the book will have 
permanent value in many ways, especially 
as the first of a series which will become 
well nigh indispensable to the informed 
horseman. Its first 164 pages are given 
over to stories and pictures of the year’s 
best horses; the next 116 to tabulated

pedigrees, handicaps, and other material 
reprinted from the “stakes supplement” ; 
the remainder, to the unique section of 
sire and broodmare sire statistics. For 3 
books in one binding the price is $15, 
payable to the American Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association, which has under- 
written the effort to provide horsemen 
with invaluable reference data. 

It is no sudden fit of salesmanship 
which impels us to place a high valuation 
on this new sires-and-runners section of 
American Race Horses. From such lists, 
as they accumulate through the years, 
can be compiled the data for a more com- 
plete appraisal of sire records than was 
ever possible before. Knowledge hitherto 
unavailable will come to light. 

Publication date for the next volume 
should come much earlier in the year, 
because of the longer period available 
for preliminary work, much of which al- 
ready has been done. 


Frances Kane 


Principal rival of Man o’ War for the 
honor of being designated the most valu- 
able product of the old Nursery Stud is 
Frances Kane. Miss Kane joined the 
staff—or perhaps we should say became 
the staff—of The Blood-Horse in Novem- 
ber, 1928, about 6 months before Thomas 
B. Cromwell converted the monthly 
publication to a weekly. She has been 
with us ever since, excepting a period 
from 1934 to 1939 when she was secret- 
ary at Greentree Stud. In March of 1939 
she returned to The Blood-Horse to com- 
pile the monumental Thoroughbred Brood- 
mare Records, now a_ highly prized 
rarity, and to inaugurate the Thorough- 
bred Sires and Dams series. 

In recent years Miss Kane has compiled, 
written, and read proof on a prodigious 
number of pedigrees and family histories 
for sales catalogues, in addition to other 
work, disregarding modern conventions as 
to the number of working hours in a 
week. 

On September 25 Frances Kane will 
leave the employ of The Blood-Horse and 
at the beginning of October she will take 
charge of the Lexington office of The 
Jockey Club. We mention this develop- 
ment in appreciation of long and dis- 
tinguished service, and to warn customers 
that, unless the job is undertaken and 
mastered by IBM, cataloguing in the 
future will be done mostly by ordinary 
mortals. 

The staff will have a luncheon in honor 
of Miss Kane at the Kentuckian Hotel in 
Lexington on the day she leaves us. Along 
with many others, we will be sorry to see 
her go, and will wish her happiness in 
work which, we hope, will never require 
her to ascertain that the third dam was 
a half-sister to the granddam of a 
Pocono Derby winner. J. A. Estes 
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Aqueduct built its own subway terminal, a half-hour from downtown, for $1,000,000.

Unveiling of Magnificence 


On Monday, September 14, a day be- 
fore the arrival in the U. S. of Nikita S, 
Khrushchev, the New York Racing Associ- 
ation opened, with appropriate pomp and 
ceremony, the grandest race track in the 
world.

Sixty-two 
bars and buffets were scattered over the 
track. 


For those who drove to the track, there 
were 80 acres of paved parking lots for 
14,000 automobiles, and for those who 
didn’t Aqueduct had built its own 
$1,000,000 station, a half-hour from mid- 
Manhattan by express subway. 


The racing was typically good, and the 
first day’s feature, the one-mile Aque- 
duct Handicap, was won by Hillsdale in 
1:36%, indicating that the racing surface 
was moderately fast. 

Business was not quite as good the 
second day, when 24,567 players bet 
$2,167,235, not much more than last 
year’s totals for the corresponding day at 
Belmont Park, when 22,284 sent $1,931.- 
315 through the machines. 

The first 2 days represented an 
auspicious beginning to racing’s new era 


in New York. 


STUD NEWS 


Round Table at $12,500 


Travis M. Kerr announced on Septem- 
ber 16 that Round Table would be retired 
from racing in November and that the 
champion’s stud fee for his first season at 
Claiborne Farm would be $12.590. This 
is probably a record for an announced 
stud fee, but on a live-foal basis the cost 
per foal will be less than for Ribot. which 
will stand for $10,000 without guarantee 
and without return privilege.

Cuicaco. Most of the players at Haw- 
thorne one afternoon last week had little 
doubt that Pierpontella would win the 
Durazna Stakes for 2-year-old fillies. They 
backed her down to 2-5 in the moderate 
field of 8. She scooted to the front at once 
under Kenny Church, led by 4 lengths in 
niid-stretch. T. F. Devereux’s Helen the 
Great closed briskly but was 114 lengths 
off the winner at the end, with Hasty 
House Farms’ Hasty Dancer third. 


The time was 1:10, equaling the stakes 
record set by Mimi Mine in the inaugural 
running of the race in 1952. The track 
record is 1:0924. Pierpontella, a daughter 
of Royal Coinage (whose son Venetian 
Way won the Washington Park Futurity). 
was such a hot favorite because of her 
good second to Heavenly Body in the 
Princess Pat Stakes. Pierpontella enjoyed 
a 3-length bulge at the furlong-pole, but 
failed by 134 lengths of stalling off Cain 
Hoy Stable’s fine filly. 

“The first time I saw her she looked 
to me like a Quarter-Horse type.” said 
trainer Phil G. Johnson, a native Chica- 
goan who has been training horses for 15 
ef his 34 years. “She’s a small filly, but 
has a very wide chest. I’d say she goes 
14:3 or 15 hands, but she’s a real doer. 
She’s really competitive, and you've got 
to be careful around her or she'll snap 
at you. She was just getting over bucked 
shins then, and she had a slight bursitis 
of the right knee which we treated with 
ultra-sonic therapy. Still has it, matter of 
fact. Because of that we’ve trained her 
cff a pony. We'll put a boy up when she 
breezes, of course, but otherwise we'll 
just pony her a mile and a half a day.” 

Johnson took over the Buddah Stable of 
Dave Paper, St. Paul, Minn., steelman, on 
June 1, after serving with Russell L. 
Reineman for 414 years. He has done 
well through the years, mostly with cheap 
horses. He was the leading trainer at 
Tropical Park about 3 years ago. The 
Durazna was his first stakes win in 
Chicago. 

“These people don’t bother me a bit.” 
Johnson said. Pierpontella actually races 
for Verdis Havard, maiden name of Mrs. 
Paper. “As far as when to run, or if a 
horse is fit to run, they leave that to me. 
I’m also allowed to keep a horse or two 
of my own. We're going to Santa Anita 
after Chicago, and Pierpontella won’t run 
until then. Ill keep her in light training, 
though, because I don’t like to turn ’em 
out. I'd rather have them around the barn 
so I can watch their diet, keep their 
feet cared for, and so on. This one’s a 


treasure to train. She’s a front stepper, 
but she might be taught to come from 
behind. We'll keep her at 6 or 7 furlongs 
and against fillies, not colts. There’s a 
614-furlong stakes at Santa Anita on Jan- 
uary 19 (the Santa Ynez) that we'll 
point for.” 


Paper bought Pierpontella from Peter 
Fuller several hours after the latter had 
bought her for $4,700 from J. W. Great- 
house (also breeder of Venetian Way) 
at the Keeneland summer sales. “Paper 
wanted to bid on her,” Johnson continued, 
“but he arrived there too late. She raced in 
California last winter, and Johnny Adams 
broke her maiden the first time she start- 
ed there. Once a 2-year-old wins at Santa 
Anita, you’re through, so Johnny sent her 
to Keeneland later with the other Paper 
horses and Johnny’s brother-in-law, Mike 
Buccalo, took ’em over. Pierpontella won 
at Keeneland and then at Churchill 
Downs, so she was 3-for-3 when I got her. 
She ran fourth at Arlington, and then she 
got second in the Princess Pat. So she’s 
won about $38.000 already.” 


An articulate, stocky, studious man, 
Johnson has some firm ideas on training 
and race tracks. “I like a good, hard, firm 
track. Form holds up better, and I don’t 
think it’s harder on a horse. It does sting 
a horse’s feet, but you can put on pads 
or ice them. A cuppy track is hard on 
tendons and suspensory ligaments. When 
you hit a track like that, you have a lot 
of trouble with unsound horses, and I’ve 
had my share of that kind. 


“T don’t think the breed is any weaker 
than years ago, or the tracks too hard. 
I believe the reason so many horses break 
down is that the 2-year-olds are asked 
for speed too soon in training without 
the proper foundation. Like an athlete 
in training, horses need foundation — long, 
slow gallops. A horse either has speed 
or he doesn’t; they’re either competitors 
or they’re not. There’s nothing wrong 
with running a 2-year-old in those 3-fur- 
leng races in winter, but you should start 
on them in June or July if you're going 
te race them in the winter. 


“T think Elmer Heubeck Jr., the man- 
ager of Rosemere Farm down in Florida, 
does one of the best jobs in the country 
with yearlings. He starts handling them 
under saddle and leading them around 
in May or June. He has a boy on their 
backs the first of July, and when they 
come into Hialeah in November they’re 
galloping 214 miles or more a day with- 
out having breezed yet. Horses he’s bred 
have won many of those home-bred stakes 
in Florida, and most of those horses stay 
sound. I don’t say they don’t get ail- 
ments like other horses, but they get them

NEW MEXICO 
Sunland Opening October 9 


Sunland Park, 6 miles from El Paso at 
Anapra, N. M., is “on schedule,” track 
president John C. McCormack reported 
last week and will be ready to open its 
inaugural meeting on Friday, October 9. 
The track plans a 45-day meeting through 
January 17, with racing each Friday, Sat- 
urday, and Sunday. 

Designed by William E. Burk Jr., who 
drew the plans for Turf Paradise and the 
new Latonia, Sunland Park will have a 
grandstand seating 4,000 persons and a 
terrace restaurant overlooking the course. 
A one-mile oval, the track will have stalls 
for 817 horses. McCormack said total cost 
of the plant would be about $2,800,000. 

Wood Erwin, who serves as general man- 
ager of La Mesa Park at Raton, will be 
director of racing. Erwin said the mini- 
mum purse would be $1.200 and that 5 
$10,000 races would be offered—one for 
2-year-olds, one for 3-year-olds, and 3 for 
3-year-olds and upward. Eight Thorough- 
bred races and 2 Quarter Horse races will 
be run each day.

"| Had a Feeling" 
If it hadn’t been for Mrs. Angela C. 


Saunders, Azure’s Orphan would never 
have been in the Del Mar Futurity.

“T don’t believe in ‘woman’s intuition,’ 
or hunches, or things like that, but I just 
had a feeling that our horse belonged in 
the race. So I talked my husband and 
sons into making Azure’s Orphan a sup- 
plemental nominee,” she said, “and you 
know the rest.” 

Azure’s Orphan, overlooked by a clos- 
ing day crowd of 14,008, led 10 of the 
best 2-year-olds in the Far West to the 
wire to register a_ three-quarter-length 
triumph in the 12th running of the 
$88.720 Del Mar Futurity. Salatom was 
second, a nose in front of Warfare. 

A roan gelding by *Spectrum II, which 
now stands in Idaho, Azure’s Orphan re- 
turned $50.20 after racing the 6 furlongs 
in 1:0935. His dam, Azure Beauty. died 
when he was 5 months old, hence the 
name. 

Azure’s Orphan is truly a “family 
horse” for the Saunders, who live in 
Areadia. L. F. Saunders, a 48-year-old 
aircraft parts manufacturer, the 
horse in partnership with his wife and 
sons, Don, Bill, and Lloyd Jr. At the 
recent Del Mar sales. they bought 3 
yearlings—fillies by Gold Capitol and 
*Reading II and a colt by Berseem. 

The surprise victory earned Azure’s 
Orphan a trip East for the Garden State 
Stakes. 


“We had planned on letting up on 
Azure’s Orphan and giving him a rest 
until Santa Anita.” the elder Saunders 
said after the Futurity. “Azure’s Orphan 
runs like a sprinter. We've tried rating 
him in some races, but it just won’t work. 
I doubt if hell go a distance of ground, 
but my trainer. Paul Meredith, believes 


he will. So we'll send him back to Gar- 
den State, and give him his chance in 
the world’s richest race.” 

No date has been set yet for Azure’s 
Orphan’s departure, but he'll probably 
follow the same schedule that *Tomy Lee 
did a year ago. That would be to: arrive 
in New York in time for the Champagne 
Stakes, which would give him a good 
tough race under his belt before the Gar- 
den State. *Tomy Lee was beaten nar- 
rowly by First Landing in both races last 
fall. 

The Saunders have been in racing about 
6 years, but Azure’s Orphan is their first 
good horse and their first stakes win- 
ner. He is of medium size, but perfectly 
balanced, and Saunders says he has 
never run a race in which he has not been 
on top at some stage of the journey. “He 
lost several races,” Saunders explains, 
“because we tried to rate him.” 

In the Futurity, Azure’s Orphan broke 
from the rail and saved every inch of 
ground possible. Bright Tiny showed 
the way down the backstretch, with 
Azure’s Orphan right on his heels. As 
they went into the far turn, Azure’s 
Orphan took command, and when he 
reached the top of the stretch he was 
a length and a half on top. 

Warfare, off none too well, courageous- 
ly fought his way into contention. He 
was in a challenging position at the top 
of the stretch, and had he been able to 
get through on the rail, probably would 
have won. 

But Azure’s Orphan owned the rail, and 
he and jockey Eddie Burns were in no 
mood to leave it. A furlong from the 
wire, Azure’s Orphan began to weaken, 
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and the stretch runners—Salatom, War- 
fare, and Eagle Admiral—closed in. In 
the last 70 yards it looked as though he 
surely would be caught, but Burns never 
let up for a moment, and the gray geld- 
ing held on gamely to win by three- 
quarters of a length, a margin that was 
growing narrower with each stride. 

As the race was run, Warfare probably 
was best. When he was unable to get 
through at the top of the stretch, he was 
taken to the middle of the track, and he 
closed strongest of all. If the race had 
been 3 or 4 strides longer, Warfare would 
have been the winner. 

Noble Noor, which had won the Juve- 
nile Championship at Hollywood Park in 
a major upset, finished sixth. He was 
forced wide on the far turn, and was 
never dangerous thereafter.

The Matron Stakes has been one of America’s 
most significant 2-year-old races since its in- 
augural running in 1892. For both colts and _fil- 
lies during its early years, it was run in colt 
and filly divisions, from 1902 until 1914, then 
was discontinued until 1923, when it was 
established as America’s leading stakes for 2- 
year-old fillies. Fifty of the first 52 runnings 
were over straight courses, first at Morris Park, 
then at Belmont Park. The only exceptions were 
in 1910, when the race was renewed at Pimlico, 
and in 1941, when it was run over the main 
track at Belmont. Beginning in 1959¢ all Matron 
renewals will be around a turn, since New York’s 
last straight course has been eliminated. 

This year’s Matron was expected to lie between 
Irish Jay, unbeaten, thanks to a disqualification, 
in 4 previous starts, and Heavenly Body, an im- 
pressive winner of the Princess Pat Stakes in 
Chicago in her last effort. The entry of Irish 
Jay and Warlike was 9-10, with Heavenly Body 
at 7-5. The others were 12-1 or more. 

Fictitious set the pace, with Heavenly Body 
close and Trish Jay far back. Heavenly Body 
took the lead at the top of the stretch and had 
a 3-length margin at the eighth-pole. Irish Jay 
now had moved to second place, but she lost 
ground in the last furlong and was beaten’ by 
8 lengths. Time for 6 furlongs was 1:10%, four- 
fifths of a second slower than the track record. 

Stewards called for an inquiry after the race 
because it appeared that Heavenly Body had come 
in on Pepper Patch leaving the backstretch. The 
patrol films showed that Fair and Windy had 
caused the interference by swerving against 
Heavenly Body, and the result stood, 

Before the Princess Pat, Heavenly Body had 
won a maiden race by 15 lengths and finished 
third in the Arlington Lassie Stakes and second 
(to Irish Jay) in a division of the Schuylerville 
Stakes. 

Dark Star, standing at Claiborne Farm, Paris, 
Ky., has 2 other stakes winners this year, one 
of which Hidden Talent, *Dangerous Dame’s

Ellwood B. Johnston in 1948 bought the 4- 
year-old filly Itsadate, a half-sister to the good 
race mare Pig Tails, and retired her to his 
Old English Rancho. She had broken down while 
running for a claiming price of $4,000. 

Itsadate’s first foal was unraced, her second 
won one race, and her third won 2 races. Her 
fourth was Date With June, a Dogpatch filly which 
Johnston bred as a 2-year-old to Your Host’s 
brother My Host, which had won 2 of 32 starts 
in 4 seasons and had earned $5,465. The result 
of this mating was Sweet June, which last year 
won twice and finished second in the Nursery 
Stakes at Hollywood Park. 

This season Sweet June had little success in 
her early efforts, and at Hollywood Park Johnston 
ran her for prices of $7,500 and $10,000. She 
won for the latter figure, and her breeder-owner 
moved her back to non-claiming races. (Johnston

Cantelo's St. Leger Upset 


Two days after finishing a poor second 
to Collyria in the Park Hill Stakes, over 
the St. Leger distance of 1% miles and 
132 yards. bookmaker William  Hill’s 
Cantelo scored an upset at 100 to 7 by 
defeating colts in the St. Leger at Don- 
caster on Saturday, September 12. The 
surprised crowd showed considerable ill 
feeling as the filly finished 114 lengths 
ahead of the Derby second Fidalgo. Third 
was the Queen’s Pindari, and fourth was 
the odds-on Parthia, which had suffered 
an attack of coughing and was making 
his first start since he won the Derby 
at Epsom in June. 

Cantelo, trained by Capt. C. F. Elsey 
and ridden by Edward Hide, was unbeaten 
in her 5 starts as a 2-year-old. She is by 
the French-bred Chanteur II (Chateau 
Bouscaut—La Diva. by Blue Skies) out 
of Rustic Bridge. by Bois Roussel. 


SOUTH AMERICA 
Narvik's G. P. Brasil 


Champions from Argentina have made 
a routine of winning the 17%-mile Grande 
Premio Brasil, the rich international race 
run in August at the Gavea course in 
Rio de Janeiro, and the strong favorite 
for the 1959 renewal was the excellent 
4-year-old Atlas (Aristophanes—Antinea. 
by Pont l’Eveque), bred at the famed 
Haras Ojo de Agua and winner of the 
1959 South American Derby at Sao 
Paulo in a previous invasion of Brazil. 

Atlas took command in the beginning 
and ran the first 2.000 meters in the 
record time of 2:00, but was overtaken 
in the final straight by the 5-year-old 
Narvik. which won by half a_ length. 
establishing a South American record of 
3:02% for 3.000 meters. Another half- 
length back was the 4-year-old Xaveco 
(Sayani—Roussette. by Bois Roussel). 
and fourth was the 1959 triple crown 
winner Escorial (Orsenigo—Escoa. by 
Bristish Empire). owned by the Seabra 
Stud. Among the others in the field of 
18 were the Uruguayan champion Mi 
Tocayo. Vandalo. Novo Mundo. and 
Estensoro (second in his first start, un- 
beaten in 10 later races).

permit the gelding to start in the Interna- 
tional at Laurel on November 11. 


The Australian Jockey Club became so 
worried that it cabled the owner there 
would be considerable public resentment 
if the star did not run in the Epsom. The 
cable continued: “The committee views 
with grave concern your now disclosed ar- 
rangement with Laurel Park, and expects 
you to honor the undertaking given by 
McCarten (as your agent) and permit 
your horse to start.” 

Simpson, who had been saying since 
August 20 that Up and Coming was un- 


likely to run in the Epsom Handicap, did 
not like the tone of the message, and he 
replied by giving instructions to scratch 
the favorite. There was an immediate and 
sustained wail from backers who had laid 
down their wagers on the strength of the 
horse’s 3 brilliant victories in Australia. 

The owner said that, if the plane trip 
fell through, the gelding could be set for 
the 114-mile Caulfield Cup to be run at 
Melbourne on October 17. “Nearly hope- 
less” was his latest appraisal of the 
chances for getting the horse to Laurel 
in time for the big race. It is difficult to 
see anything beating him in the Caulfield 
Cup. 

The gray colt Martello Towers (Gaek- 
war’s Pride—Nidhauli, by Nizami) made 
it 5 wins in 7 starts when he triumphed 
over several Derby contenders in the 9- 
furlong Canterbury Guineas. Immediately 
after the race an offer of £25,000 was 
made for him—‘“in American interests,” 
naturally. The colt cost 1,000 guineas as 
a yearling. He is a front runner, which 
may be to his disadvantage in the Derby. 
though Skyline won the classic last year.

His half- 
brother St. Lite, by Diolite, was the only 
Japanese horse to win the triple crown. 

A week before the Derby, Okhan won 
the Japanese Oaks from 17 other fillies. 
Okhan, second in the One Thousand 
Guineas, was the favorite. Two fillies lost 
their jockeys at the first turn. Entering 
the stretch, Ohkan took the lead and won 
easily by 5 lengths. Kijotake, winner of 
the Guineas, was fourth, 8 lengths behind 
the winner.
